Your Excellency,—As the Senior 
Unofficial Member, I have feen 
asked by my Unofficial colleagues to

CREDIT HOLLANDALS, ‘OF | 
: AMSTERDAM 


AN INNOVATION 
“snowball” and “chain of 
prayer’? nuisance we all know, says 
the “Financial News,” but the Credit 
Hollandais, of Amsterdam, springs an 
innovation’ on us in the shape of a 
snowball which is to make your. for- 
tune for nothing and without risk. 
At least, that is what the Credit 
Hollandais says, and it is to be as- 
sumed that in this particular instance 
the father knows his child. The un- 
dertaking describes itself as a 
“Mutual Institute of Capitalisation 
and Savings Bank,” whatever. that 
may be, and promises to pay its 
clients, “in a short time,” the sum 
of 2,000 guilders or eight hundred 
dollars (U.S.}, aceording to their 
taste and fancy, to paraphrase Mr. 
Weller. This is geod ‘enough, but 
there is still better to come; the: 
largesse of the Credit Hollandais 
will be- distributed “without your 
spending a cent.” 

The modus operandi, so far as we 
can interpret the peculiar brand of 
English affected by the Credit Hol- 
landais, is that, “elaimholders” must 
sell four “claims,” tv’ be paid fer in 
advanee, “to four serious friends” 
(humorists are . apparently barred 
from enriching themselves) and the 
serious friends must then return the 
“elaims” with three (Dutch) florins 
apiece, and rope in a fresh batch of 
serious friends, And so on, not ex- 
actly ad infinitum, but until 1,564 
“claims” in all have been sent in. 
Then the original: adventurer receives 
his bonus, a month later the first 
quartette of serious friends qualify 
for benefit, and then “fone after the 
other,” all the other “claimholders.” 
It is really not quite so simple, sinca 
the game is complicated by a pleas- 
ing colour scheme; the first “claims” 
are white, which give place to red, 
then to yellow, thence to blue, from 
blue to green, from green to brown, 
and then back to white again. _ We 
do not profess to understand these 
chromatic varialions very clearly, but 
it is clear enough that each “claim” 
eosts five shillings, or one and a 
quarter dollars; that “everyone. may 
take part in the system as often as 
he likes,” and that “the sale of the 
claims may take place im all coun- 
tries.” So kind 

Correspondence is. invited in a 
variety of languages, including Chin-. 
ese and Malay, and the Credit Hol- 
landais specifically warns “claimhold- 
ers” not to bother their heads about 
“eoursing rumours (which suggests 
dog racing), pretended prohibitions, 
and newspaper articles, who only 
want to create sensation 
thinking of the consequences and the 
wrong they are doing to their own 
compatriots“—a juicy ‘mouthful this. 
Evidently, in this instanee, the fault 
of the Dutch is that of asking tco 
little and -giving téo much.

THE SALT TAX 


REFORMS MEETING WITH 
“SUCCESS 
PREVENTIVE SERVICE 
Shanghai, Yesterday. 
‘A Finance Ministry statement, 
says. that “instructions of - the 
National Government for allocation 
to each salt revenue district of a 
fixed’ quota for service of salt 
loans, has been carried into effect, 
and reports from chief inspectors 
show that the required amounts are 
now being regularly remitted, while 
arrears accumulated in certain dis- 


| tricts are also being made up. 


“Necessary reforms in the Salt 
Depariment, such as the improve- 
ment of thé preventive service, and 
arrangements for facilitating trans- 
portation, and the ‘reduction of 
local surtaxes, have been meeting 
with success. -° ~ 

“In addition to the salt duty, the 
proper. various surtaxes, which have 
sprung up in the last few years, 
have now been consolidated with 
the. salt duty, and collected- by the 
Salt Inspectorate.” 

The statement continues: “The 
Government arrauged to pay this 
month coupons No. 41 and 42, due 
March and September; £929, respec- 
tively, of the Angl-French Lean of 
1908, and also an instalment on the 
principal of £250,000 due in Septem- 


The Crisp Loan 


“The Crisp Loan coupon No. 32, 
due September 1928, will be paid 
this month, making a total of 
$9,600,090 paid out by the Salt Re- 
venue in 1929 for Salt Loans ser- 
vice, 

“The improved position of the 
Salt Revenue now enables the 
Ministry not only to make provision 
for the .payment of one year's 
obligations annuilly, but also to 
adopt the following. plan to take 
care of arrears’!:— A 

For the Anglo-Freach Loan i zre 
will be one payment of principal 
in 1930, and two payments in 1931, 
and all arrears of bondholders will 
be paid up by December 1931. 

As regards the Crisp Loan the 
next four interest coupons will be 
paid quarterly during 1930, 
up .for interest by the end of that 
year. 

Post Arrears 


Post-arrears of the principal of 
the Anglo-French Lo&an-will be paid 
up fromthe beginning of 1932. The 
arrears on the principal of the 
Crisp Lean are to be paid accord- 
ing to the following schedule:— 
1932, two instalments of principal, 
corresponding to payments -due 
September 1928. and September 
1929; 1933, two instalments cor- 
responding to September 1930 and 
1931; and 1934, two instalments due 
September 1932 and September 
1933, as well as the regular 1934 
instalment. 

In June last the Government paid 
the salt contribution of 950,000 taels 
due June 1928 , for 
the Hukuang Loan, and in July 
1929, a supplementary payment of 
$180,000, was .made to com- 
plete the payment of the same 
loan’s coupon. 

The present plan provides that 
until the arrears of the salt con- 
tribution on the Hukuang Loan are 
paid, similar supplementary pay- 
ments shail be made so that the 
coupon can be paid in June yearly. 

Therefore, the present plan pro- 
vides for a ‘regular annual payment 
ordered by the Government on Sep- 
tember 26, 1928, and addition- 
ally provides for clearing up ar- 
rears on. the Anglo-French and 
Crisp Loans, and alsa the Hukuang 
Loan so far ag the latter is a 
charge in the Salt Revenue—Reu- 
ter.

pect of water. 

But, Sir, we do not see why the 
present residents of this Colony

expenditure upon waterworks which 
has been paid from time to 
time out of revenue, nor can we 
agree with the principle that all 
Government expenditure ought to 
produce a revénue which will give 
a reasonable rate of interest on the 
eapital expended.

In this connection the following 
quotation from the Report, already 
referred to, of the Right Honour- 
able Mr..

Every practitioner 
in a tropical climate-should be 
a sanitarian. . The value of 
measures for the protection of 
the health of the individual and 
the.community is well-recognis- 
edin Malaya, where so many 
successful pioneer workers in 
the field of sanitation and anti- 
malaria measures “have set an 
example throughout the East. 
It is remarkable, therefore, that 
a Chair of Public Health has 
not so far ‘been regarded as’ es- 
sential in the College of Medi- 
.cine, A strong and vigorous 
department organised for re- 
search and experiment, for -post- 
graduate studies and refresher 


courses in conjunction with the 


departments of bacteriology, 
pathology and tropical medicine, 
for additional training 
assistant surgeons, and for in- 
struction to Sanitary _Inspee- 
tors. in close association with 
the Singapore Municipal Health

In Hong Kong there is at pre- 
sent no Board of Health whatever,

Markets 

The cost of living tends steadi- 
ly upwards and we require mar- 
kets and yet more markets to be 
built. in order conveniently to 
serve the different districis of 
this Colony, and incidentally it 
may be remarked that markets 
produce considerable revenue. 

In our opinion a small market 
which was unanimously. recom- 
mended at a meeting of all the 
members of the Sanitary Board 
and which need only cost about 
$10,000 should be erected in Kow- 
Yoon Tong, because that: settle- 
ment is a long distance from any 
existing market. 

We note with regret that, owing 
‘to shortage of staff and pressure 
of other work, lide Progress has 
been made this yent -with the Sai- 
yingpun new market only $20,000 
being spent out of a vote of 
$200,000. We especially urge that 
this building be vigorously pro- 
ceeded with during the - coming 
year, and that the full proposed 
allocation of $200,000 for, 193) be 
spent during the coming year. 

Port Facilities 

Hong Kong’s one great asset is 

the Harbour; almost everything. 
which produces prosperity is' rang- 
ed round it. Hong. Kong without 
her harbour, her shipping, her 
godowns'and her docks might as 
well not exist. 
" There are great developments in 
front of us—bigger ships, many 
bigger ships than have ever before 
entered our Harbour, will be run- 
ning to this port in the near 
future—bigger possibly than we 
are at the moment - able to deal 
with. : : 

Is the Government sufficiently 
providing beforehand for the new 
eonditions as regards. dredging 
and buoy accommodation? 

The Hong Kong and Whampoa 
Dock Co. is, we know, notwith- 
standing the difficult times though 
which the Colony has passed, 
making gallant efforts to keep 
pace with the rapidly changing 
conditions of the port by witen- 
ing the entrance to their. big dock 
in order to accommodate the big- 
gest class of ship at present con- 
templated, whilst the Kowloon 
Wharf and Godown Co. is keenly 


‘alive to the necessity of increas- 


ing its wharf accommodation and 
negotiations to this end are now 
in progress with the Authorities 
concerned. It is to be hoped that 
the Government will do all with- 
in its power to assist these nego- 
tiations to a successful contlu- 
sion. - The cost to the Godown 
Co. of the necessary extensions to 
cope with the situation. in the 
future will be coniderable but is 
regarded as essential-in the inter- 
ests of a port of the size and im- 
portance of Hong Kong.

AIM FOR MODEL COLONY? 


This afternoon Unofficial mem- 
bers of the Legislative Council 


had their annual “field day-” One 
by one they had an opportunity 
of asserting themselves. They 
took full advantage of the de- 
light afforded by turning a bar- 
rage of criticism on the Budget- 
and on the Government’s methods 
of administration. . Scarcely a 
topic in the Budget speech of the 
Colonial Secretary but .received 
mention in the flow of words at 
this afternoon’s meeting. It 
may truly and: very conveniently 
be said that “these speak for 
themselves.” It is well that an 
adjournment has been arranged 
to Monday to permit of fully con- 
sidered replies to the numerous 
points raised, . : 

Fault finding may be the preo- 
gative of -Unofficial members, 
They: each ‘have their favourite 
schemes. They each delight to 
“bark and bite” ‘(metaphorically 
speaking) at the favourite topics 
of others being given pride . of 
place in the ‘Government’s scheme 
of things, They each exercise 
the privilege of an annual “growl” 
if the ‘Government does. not -see 
eye to eye. with them: In the 


Unoflicials may be said to repre- 
sent the whele community in the 
sense that a Member of Parlia- 
ment represents a constituency in 
‘the House of Commons. One can 
only speak on behalf of the 
Justices of the Peace; another 
can but echo the opinions of the 
General Chamber of Commerce; 
yet another can plead only for the 
Chinese; and another is confined 
in his representations to Kowloon. 
And the remainder—well, they 
are-in the unhappy position of 
representing Ego! They are 
without a constituency or a 
clientele. They must remain 
spokesmen for themselves. 


But, however critical may Un- 
Officials’ be on this “day of days” 
to them in the Legislative Council 


‘| year there cannot be any mis- 


taking of their sincerity and their 
honesty of purpose. It would be 
passing strange to-find any of 
them saying “Yea” to the Gov- 
ernment’s every “Yea,” or “Nay” 
to the Government's every “Nay.” 
No less than the Officials are they 
imbued with’ the desire 
to share the:; reflected 
glory ‘of making ‘Hong Kong 
better for their individual efforts 
and brighter and happier than 
when they first entered the 
sacred portals of the Legislative 
Council chamber. In the difficult 
and oft thanklesr task of govern- 
ing, they are ever ready and 
anxious to. second the efforts of 
the Officials; and, in this spirit, 
to point out where they consider 
the Officials might with advan- 
tage to. all concerned consider 
other angles than their own. 
Hong Kong may not. be entitled to 
‘a hundred per cent: marks of a 
model Government “or a model 
Colony. But it were well for 
Officials and - Unofficials alike to 
¢o-operate toward this very desir- 
-able end. It were better to have 
tried and only partially succeeded 
than never to have tried at: all. 
A happy and contented people is 
the Alpha and Omega of all gov- 
ernment. -The means -to ensure 
that may often seem. strange, if 
not at-times suspicious and even

‘ Open Spaces 

The writer condemned last 
years saving of $22,000 on the 
proposed children's playground as

lative. Council meeting.” The 
writer describes the Chatham-road 
playground as “drab,” dusty and 
in the evening a coolies’ spitteon; 
it is ‘positively dangerous It 
fronts 2 long’ stretch of straight 
road which: offers a temptation to: 
motorists, which, 1s a whole, they 
do mot and cannot be expected to 
resist: The railings are about a 
couple feet high, and take an ac- 
tive child of four some five 
seconds to scale. . It is easy to 
‘save money by allowing sich a 
wretched place to go unimprved.* 

A cognate subject js that 
of open spaces. Realising 
the interest which Your Eyx- 
celleny has taken in the 
rapid growth of Kowloon it must be 
apparent how _ intensively building 
operations are proceeding especially 
at Kowloon Point. At the present 
building rate the few remaining 
open spacea will have disappeared 
within the next few month; and 
the mistake which jg apparent in the 
congested districts of the Island will 
be perpetuated in Kowloon, 

Sanitation 

While on the subject of sanitation 
it becomes my duty respectfully to 
invite Your Excellency’s attention to 
the serious obstruction of public 
thoronghfares at Kewloon—and_the 
same may be said of similar condi- 
tions obtaining on the Island — by 
licensed stalholders for the sale of 
foodstuffs that should be kept with- 
in the limits of the markets or shops 
especially licensed for the purpose. 
There is flagrant abuse of the eon- 
ditions attached to these licences. 
A drive any afternoon through the 
thickly inhabited districts awill con- 
vinee the most unobsérvant that cen- 
tain wadways: onthe Peninsula. as 
well a3 on the Island have been con- 
verted into opén market places by. 
the advantage taken b¥ permittees 
in exceeding the privileges coneded 
under the terms of their licences. 
This sbuse of privilege makes -it 
difficult for sanitary regulations. to 
be entorced, not 0. speak. of ‘the 
serious obstructions to traffic.

Safeguarding the “Worker 

“F was convinced that some of the 
major defects could only be remedied 
by some reconstruction work, ie, by 
legislative amendment. I have,

-at an early date to introduce legisla- 
tion which, while maintairiing sound 
principles of insurance, wil) reiter- 
‘ate by statutory authority that

tinually suffers. There -will be no 
delay in pressing this part of my 
programme forward.

I ask those who are 
impatient to realise the materials of 
the problem and to suspend judg- 
ment for the moment. 

“But there are some things which 
can be and are being done at ance. 
They may sound comparatively small 
points, but I assure you that these 
rectifieations wil} have far-reaching 
-and immediate results. One of the 
most distressing class of cases is 
that of unemployed persons in the 
depressed areas, who, through lack 
| of the necessary contribution, are no 
longer entitled to benefit. I am 
i doing two things for these sufferers 
from industrial depression. I am, 
on the one hand, having intensive 
efforts made to find suitable employ- 
ment for them. On the other hand, 


-{1 have instituted new, and I hope 


fruitful, arrangements for offering 
training in suitable cases at Train- 
ing Centres. of the Ministry of 
Labour. 

“Genuinely Seeking Work” 

“Again, I have particularly con- 
cerned myself with that condition 
for the receipt of benefit which re- 
quires that the applicant is ‘gen- 
uinely seeking work! This con- 
dition has been widely and persis- 
tently criticised; and I do not 
Preten] that there is not much 
weight in the criticism. It is true, 
of ‘course, and it is inevitable that 
there should tbe some test of the 
genuiness of the claimant’s search 
for work, but “there are tests and 
tests. 

“At any rate, without prejudicing 
the issue, I have lost no time in 
setting up a Committee under the 
chairmanship of Sir Harold Morris, 
President of the Industrial Court, 
and procedure of statutory au- 
thorities performing the functions 
to report to me upon the constitution 
of Insurance Officers and Courts of 
Referees under the Unemployment 
Insurance Acts, and the nature of 
the evidence to be required as to the 
fulfilment of the conditions, or the 
absence of qualifications for the re- 
ceipt af unemployment benefits 
under the Acts: :

Franc Birtles has again left 
Sydney, on a jougmy to tha coast

The purpose of the new syatem 
is to eliminate unnecessary traffic 
delays hy giving the right of way 
continuously to trafie -on a main 
street, interrupting the main traffic 
flow ouly when cars are actually 
Waiting on the side street to cross 
the intersection.

Motorists on one street are given 
u green or “* go ”" signal continuous- 
ly until a car on the cross street, 
cones within a short distance of the 
intersection, at which time the traffic 
signal mechanism starts to operate 
and the lights go through one com- 
plete cycle, allow. traffic on the one 
strect to pass through, and then stop 
again with the green light on the 
other street. The lights then allow 
triffie to proceed unintcrruptedly on 
the one street until the presence of 
ears on the other street justifics-an- 
other change.

THE GEAR BOX 
FREE-WHEEL DEVICES FOR 
BAD DRIVERS 


“ CRASI PROOF ” 

“Slow, deadly slow,’ as has been 
the progress of the gear-box lowards 
really inmproved design, there are 
signs now that within: perhaps a 
yenr or two most cars nbove a cer- 
tnin price ‘will have gear-sets of 
which something more can he said 
than was contained in the historic 
desvription of Levassor, writes John 
Priolenu in the “ Observer.” The 
appearanée .of a mumber of free- 
wheel clutch. racchanisms, und of a 
speeial differentin! gearing, whicl: 
ulso embodied a free-wheel, may or 
muy not have had something to do 
with the awakening of motor de- 
signers to the realisation of how 
unsatisfactory a gear-box really can 
be. I have tried most of the free- 
wheel contrivances offered to the 
public, but although, without ex- 
ception, they did everything that 
was—claimed_for—them, 1 confess 
that I have never been greatly in- 
flucnced in their favour: 

For unteachably bad drivers, or 
ineurably lazy ones, they are cer- 
tainly a valuable invention, but by 
the ordinary man or woman who 
knows how to handle their car very 
nently the sarne effect can be pro- 
duced- by judicious coasting in 
neutral. However that may be, T 
think we may look forward to con- 
siderably impfoved design . before 
long, resulting in gear-boxes which 
will be more or: less “‘ crash 
proof."* | 

Apart from the incorporation of 
free-wheel_ devices, I have an idea 
that we shall see a considerable ex: 
pansion. of the ‘' Biflex:” idea 

hich, by means of internal gear- 
ing, gives direet drive on both third 
and fourth, and consequently very 
ensy change and partieularly noise- 
less running. I have described two 
ears in ** The Observer *’ with boxes 
of this type, one an American and 
one a light English car, and ¥ have 
uow a ‘third to add to the list—the 
French Mathis, in which the prin- 
ciple has been applied with, to say 
the least of it, equal success. 


Remarkably. Easy 

This make, although it has only 
coinparatively recently made its re- 
appearance on the English market, 
has been known on this side of the 
Channel for a good many years. Its 
chief points of interest have always 
been liveliness of performence and 
light weight, while the prices 
charged have always been decidedly 
moderate. Tn this latest model, 
which is a six-cylinder. 2}-litre, the 
" Biflex ’? gear-box is delightful to 
use. The change from top to third 
and back is remarkably easy, and 
the absence -of noise on the lower 
gear is so murked as to be almost 
a disadvantage—that it to say, it is 
absurdly easy, after a long run’ 
through traffic, to forget that you 
have not changed up to-top and to 
drive for ‘quite a long time with the 
engine turning over unnecessarily 
fast. The gear lever, which is of a 
proper length, is particularly well 
placed and, considering that second 
speed need only be used a3 a rule 
for getting. away from a_ standstill 
and climbing really steep hills, the 
car should make. strong appeal to 
women drivers. The bottom gear is 
so low that 2 catch is-fitted to lock 
it out of possible accidental engage- 
ment, as in the ease of the reversa. 
This transforms the ear virtually 
into a three-speed ear, but one of a 
particularly pleasant type. 

The Mathis engine. is a straight- 
forward job of orthodox design, with 
lateral valves and. coil and battery 
ignition. The bore and stroke are 
72 x 100, the annua! tax being £20. 
The dynamo is driven by the same 
belt which drives the fan, an ar- 
rangement which does not attract 
me, although it has certain solid 
advantages in the way of ease of 
withdrawal. The various compon- 
ents are all . accessibly arranged. 
The main improvements of the 
chassis and running gear over the 
previous Mathis models are in the 
increased strength of the frame and 
efficiency of the brakes. The frame 
is rather exceptional in’ being up- 
swept. at. both ends, « design which 
brings the centre of gravity unusual- 
ly low.

Vung Kwai-ting is charged with 
the murder of. another coolie named 
Ah Choy in Cross Street on the 
ufternoon of July 25. 

The prosecution is condueted by 
Mr, H. Somerset Fitzroy and the 
prisoner is defended by Mr, Hin 
Shing-lo, instructel by Messrs. 
Hastings, Dennys and. Bowley. 

“Let Him Down” 

A fellow coal coolie said in evi- 
dence this morning that both the 
murdered indn and the prisoner 
lived in the samc house. One day 
the head eoolie geve prisoner 20 
cents to hand over to the deceased, 


on the understanding that the mur-}- 


dered mon should turn out to work 
on the following day. Prisoner 
handed the 20 cents to the deceased, 
but the latter failel to earry out 
his part of the bargain. “He, was 
not at his place of employment and 
in vonsequence of that the Head 
Coolie deducted the 20 cents from 
prisoner's wages. 

Prisoner asked the murdered man 
for the return of the money. 
latter refused to pay back. Words 
Ned to Hows and on July 29, the 


.| two men fought and were separated. 


After walking a few steps, they 
again came to grips. 
The Fatal Blow 


Witness saw the fights, and when 
cross-examined by , counsel for the 
defence, he said that the prisoner 
was the weaker man, He came out 
second best in the scuffle. 

According +o the prosecution's 
story, the prisonor had. apperontly 
nursed his grievances until July 25, 
when he found Ah Choy squatting 
alongside a food stall. in Cross 
Street, The theory was that he had 
gone up from behind .and dealt Ah 
Choy a blow with some pointed 
weapon. The blow was struck with 
considerable foree, for the point of 
the weapon had penetrated the lungs 
into the heart. 


After receiving. the blow, Ab 
Choy was said to have walked as 
far as to Tai Yuen Street, where 
he collapsed and died later. Wit- 
nessea were called to. say that they; 
heard a commotion, and afterwards 
two men were seen walking away 
in different directions. One of them 
was presumed to bo the prisoner and 
the other the murdered man. ‘ 

The case is proceeding.
